SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Wet Set The Newsletter for 'Accident Prone' Adults Number 4 
Summer 1993/94 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine promotes and supports the use of urine in association with sexual 
conduct. The magazine promotes and supports these activities by describing people 
urinating then engaging in sexual conduct in a manner which is intended to be sexually 
attractive to the reader. The publication contains fantasy stories, letters, a contact 
service, and articles related to the fetish of urination in association with sexual 
conduct. A significant portion of the publication contains descriptions of 'adult babies'. 
This includes references to wearing nappies, urinating into them and then using the 
soiled nappy as an aid to masturbation. Other sexual conduct described includes 
masturbation, fellatio, cunnilingus and vaginal intercourse all of which are stimulated 
by urination of one or both participants. The descriptions of urination and sexual 
conduct are presented in a manner which is intended to be sexually arousing to the 
reader. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been 
considered in relation to this magazine because it promotes and supports activities 
outlined in s3(2)(d) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 
(FVPC Act). Flowever, si 4 does not apply to this publication because it has been 
determined that s3(2) of the FVPC Act applies. The provision overrides the NZBR Act 
because it is a deeming provision which cannot be given a meaning that is consistent 
with the rights and freedoms of the NZBR Act. 
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
